THE HOMESTEAD 
REGULATIONS 


The amended homestead regula- 
tions passed at the last session of 
parliament are now in force. No 
doubt they will be duly advertised 
when the deputy minister of the in- 
terior gets ready. In the meantime 
there is hardly a day when some per- 
son does not query in person or by 
letter as to the exact terms of the 
new rules. A short time ago when 
the question was before parliament 
this paper published a review of the 
proposed regulations, but during the 
parliamentary discussion some 
changes and additions were made to 
the original proposals. We feel it to 
be our duty, in view of the repeated 
requests for information, to tell our 
readers of the precise terms under 
which homesteads, pre-emptions and 
purchased homesteads are now ob- 
tainable. The people concerned will 
note that the tasks to be performed 
are easier than they were and that 
the new rules are calculated to 
ive a considerable stimulus to the 
cattle raising industry. We think 
that it will be agreed that Hion. Dr. 
Roche deserves much commendation 
for his exhibition of practical inter- 
est in the affairs of the western 
homesteader and settler. 

Under the new rules stock may be 
kept in lieu of breaking in  connec- 
tion with the earning of patent for 
a homestead, where it is impossible 
to break the requisite area of 30 
aeres ; in connection with a pur- 
chase homestead, when it is impos- 
sible to break the requisite area of 
50 acres; and in connection with a 
pre-emption entry where it is impos- 
sible to break the requisite area of 
50 acres, when supported in each 
tase by a homestead inspector’s re- 
port stating that it is impossible for 
the entrant to perform the necessary 
cultivation. When this privilege is 
granted the entrant will be required 
to complete statutory declaration 
after the expiration of each yearly 
period setting forth the number of 
stock kept on the homestead,  pur- 
chased homestead or pre-emption 
during the period. The whole quarter 
section must be fenced and substan- 
tial buildings for the whole number 
of stock kept in any one year must 
be erected and maintained during 
the whole period for which the stock 
are kept. The stock ‘rust be solely 
ownnd by the ontrant for the land 
and = must he kept thereon. The 
buildings must be on the — hont- 


y | paid. 


the full amount of purchase price 
Holders of pre-emptions aro 
relieved of the payment .of interest 
until 3 years have elapsed from the 
and no 
interest is chargeable on any instal- 
ment in connection with a purchased 
homestead or pre-emption until after 
same has become duo, when the 
rate chargeable is five per cent. 

Where parties have paid both prin- 
cipal and interest in full no re- 
funds will be made. Where payments 
have not been completed and appli- 
cation for patent already madz, any 
interest already paid, unless the 
same be on past due instalments, 
will be applied on the purchase 
price. There are a few other minor 
changes which necessarily grow out 
of these above mentioned.

Mustrian Heir-Anparent 
and His Wife Assassinated 


Assassin Was a sa Student ‘and 
Had Narrow Escape From 
Lynching 


Sarayevo, Bosnia, June 28.—Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand, heir tt the 
Austria-Hungarian throne, and the 
Princess of Hohenberg, his morgan- 
atic wife, were shot dead in the 
main street of the Bosnian capital 
by a student today while they were 

making an apparently triumphant 
progress ‘through the city on their 
anuual visit to the annexed provinc- 
es af Bosnia and Herzogvina. 

The Archduke was hit full in the 
face, and the princess was shot 
through the abdomen and _ throat. 
The wounds proved fatal in a few 
minutes after reaching the palace. 


Those responsible for the assassin- 
ation took care that it should prove 
effective, as there were two assail- 
ants, the first armed with a bomb 
and the latter with a revolver. The 
bomb was: thrown at the royal auto- 
mobile as it was proceeding to the 
town hall, where a reception was.to 
be held, but the archduke saw _ the 
deadly missile coming and warded it 
off with his arm. It fell outside the 
car and exploded, slightly - wounding 
two aide de camps in the second 
car, and half a dozen spnctators. 

It was on the return of the. pro- 
cession that the tragedy was added 
to the long list of those that have 
darkened the pages of the recent 
history of the Hayburgs. ,,, As the 
royal automobile reached a promi- 
nent point in the route to the pal- 
ace, an eighth grade student, Gavrio 
Prinzip, sprang_out of the crowd and 
poured a fusilade of bullets from an 


automatic pistol at the archduke 
and princess. Both fell mortally 
wounded. 


Prinzip and a fellow conspirator, 
a compositor from Trebinjen, named 
Gabrivonics, barely escaped lynching 
by the infuriated spectators and 
were finally seized by the police, who 

afforded them protection. Both men 


‘are natives of the annexed province 


of Herozgovina.

Was Gloricus Victory, 
Says Party Leader 


Tremendous Effort of Liberals to Greatly Reduce Conser- 
vative Majority in Ontario is Failure 


Toronto, Ont., June 30.— ’Twas 
a glorious victory—just what I ex- 
pected,’’ was the brief comment of 
Sir James Whitney, late tonight, 
when asked for a statement for the 
press. 

After one of the bitterest contests 
in the history of Ontario politics an 
herculean effort on the part of the 
Liberal opposition to greatly reduce 
the Conservative majority in the 
legislature, or even to get into 
power, failed. What made the con- 
test so heated was the issue which 
was the slogan of the Liberals, 
“abolish the bar.’’ By the insis- 
tence on the fact that the prohibi- 
tion of the liquor traffic in Ontario 
was the supreme issue in the  ¢amr 
paign the parties were actually align- 
ed as for or against the prohibition 
of the retail trade in liquor in’ the 
province (only federal legislation can 
prohibit the manufacture of liquor). 

As a result of Monday's voting, 
which was very heavy, more espec- 
ially in the rural constituenc ies, the 
Liberal opposition gained 13 seats 
in the new legislature, the Conserva- 
tives gained 9 seats and the  Inde- 
pendents 2. The new house will be 
composed thus of 83 Conservatives, 
26 Liberals and 2 Independents. 

Sir James Whitney, the former 
premior of the province, and the lead- 
cr of the government party, had his 
maiority in Dundas reduced by near- 
ly 500. Ton. Dr. Reanme, former 
minister — of public works, 9 was 
the only membar of the former cabi- 
net to be defeated. A three-cornered 
contest in Windsor rosulted in his 


elimination and the election of J. C. 
Tolmie, a Liberal. 

N. W. Rowell, leader of the Lib- 
erals, had a narrow escape from de- 
feat in his riding, North Oxford, as 
he was elected by only 98 majority.

In a hard- 
fought battle at the Vrlodrome 
d’Hiver here, he defeated -Frank 
Moran, of Pittsburg, casily on 
points in the twenty-round contest. 
Moran was game and stubborn, and 
stood up to the negro.

% the total capacity shown, fifteen 
companies own 64,000 barrels and 
several of these are almost too small 
to be classed as of major importance. 
The remainder are all single Plant 
concerns of less than 600 barrels daily 
capacity, 

- The number of small and medium 
sized dour mills in Canada fs a revel- 
ation to ‘most Canadians, who were 
accustomed to think that the flour 
business was pretty well in the hands 
of a few of the larger mills. In tho 
free wheat and flour discussion which 
the country recently passed through 
much animosity was directed towards 
the large mills, it being alleged that 
they were practically a trust. Tho 
truth-of the matter would seem to bo 
that the Government were influenced 
in thelr decision with respect to wheat 
and flour by the small mills that carry 
on business in practically every con- 
atituency in Ontario, Quebec and tho 
Maritime Provinces,

Secondly, -he Education Depari- 
ments have a duty to perform; Inspec- 
tors should have some knowledge of 
the conditions and be able to instruct: 
and advise the teachers; the teache! 
should have some manual for teacl- 
ni¢ English to foreigners; summur 
schools should be organized; racial 
schools shoul” not be allowed, yet we 
find that in some parts of the Dom!n 
fon Polish, Ruthenian, German and 
French schools are being organized; 
this fs to be regretted as the system 
has a tendency to breed disunion and 
division rather than that unity and 
common purpose which is 50 much 
to be desired. Third, the legislaturc. 
has a duty to perform. There shouid 
be a workable compulsory education 
law We have this now in Saskatche- 
wan in towns and cities, but this Act 
never has worked, and never will work, 
in rural districts until amended. The 
legislature should define what {2 
meant by “elementary course’; the 
school law allows “elementary cours. 
es” to be taught in certain foreign 
languages; what does that mean? We 
teach “elementary courses” in arith 
metic, geography, etc. There should 
be special kinds of High Schools to- 
meet the needs of this alien element. 
Our naturalization laws should be pro- 
tected; at present there fs no solemn- 
ity, or dignity attached to the handing 
out of these naturalization papers 
which are filled with phraseology 
meaningless to the applicant. 

Duty of Trustees 

Fourth, school trustees have a duty 
to perform. In egecuring proper teach- 
ers where there is this allen element.

A River Which Passes Among tha 
Rockies With Great Velocity 


Railroad building, its cost and ita 
difficulties is always an interesting 
topic. The conquest the engineer hag 
achieved over nature’s obstacles is 
nowhere better illustrated than on the 
section of the Grand Trunk Pacifica 
Railway along the banks of the Skeena 
River which is the last of the rivers 
along the banks of which the travel- 
ler will pass before his arrival at 
Prince Rupert. The Skeena Roven 
runs with amazing velocity towards 
the ocean, It was a terror even ta 
the Indians and the totem poles along 
{ts bank mark many a tragedy in tha 
redman's history. The bed of the 
river is strewn with gigantic Tocks, 
boulders and sand bars and these are 
shifting continually under the force 
of the river’s current. The railroad 
builders by means of big outlays of 
money on river appliances made the 
Skeena serve as the means of trans- 
porting the supplies for a construc- 
tlonal army numbering 8,000 men and. 
2,000 horses. Very little tunneling 
has been done, as nearly four million 
cubic yards of rock were blown away, 
on 186 miles of line between Prince 
Rupert and Hazelton to make an at+ 
tractive route through the Cascades,

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ANGLICAN, DEAD 


Was Very Notable Figure in 
Public Life of the Dominion. 


Toronto, June 23. Hon. Sam 
Hume Blake, K.C., the leading lay- 
man of the Church of England in 
Garcada, died this morning, at the 
age of 79 years, at his resjdence, 46 
Maple avenue. f : 

Death came at 3.30 this morning. 
He had been in feeble condition ~for 
several years, and for the past few 
weeks had been confined to hi 
house. Hon. ‘‘Sam’’ Blake, as_ he 
waS popularly known, was one of the 
most notable figures in Canada’s 
public life. Not only was he the 
leading layman of the Anglioa 
Church, but he loomed up as the big 
gest counsel at the Canadian bar is 
his day. He has been described a: 
having the most scorching tongu 
and one of the kindest hearts ii 


Canada. 

Hon. Samuel Hume Blake was ore 
of the pioneers of the outstandinry 
men in the Anglican church in Tor 
onto, ‘ard was the author of ;: 
large number of books dealing wit! 
the evangleical work of the church 
of which he was so staunch a= sup 
porter. It was almost entirely du 
to his generosity and personal inter 
est that Wycliffe college was erecte: 
in Toronto, and he was said hb, 
Archdeacon Cody some time ago t. 
be ‘‘one of the greatest of ration 
builders, whose work in moulding 
the policy of the church of Englan. 
in Canada during half a centur: 
we will ever be grateful for." - 

The Hon. Samuel Blake was bor 
in Toronto on August 31, 1835, an 
was educated at Upper Canada Col 
lege and Toronto university, wher 
ho graduated in 1858 with the degre 
of bachelor of arts. One year late 
he married Rebecca, third daughte 
of the late Bishop Cronyn, of th 
diocese of Huron. She died in Lor 
don, England, in 1901, and Mr. Blak 
married again, Miss Baird, his seer« 
tary. In 1860 he was called to th 
bar, where he had a distinguishe 
career, taking to silk in 1872. 


LEADER AT THE BAR. 

He was for many years one of th 
leaders of the provincial bar, an 
was for some time a member of th 
law faculty of Toronto university, o 
which he was appointed governor i 
1906 ; he was a bencher of the la: 
society and a member of the com 
mittee on legal education. It wa 
perhaps outside of his professio 
that he was best krcown, and a! 
through his life he give much atter 
tion to religious and philanthropi 
work. Among the many positions 
filled by him were president of th 
International Convention of Sunda 
schools, president of the local Y.™ 
C.A., the Prisoners’ Aid associa 
tion, and the local branch ol tli 
Evangelican alliance ; he was elected 
chairman of the laymen’s mission 
ary movement in 1907.

WAR AND DRINK. 


Whether ‘in war or in single com 
bat the use of aleohol in some form 
used to be almost universal ; but, 
not so today, as the following ex- 
cerpt from the ‘‘Mail and Empire’ 
demonstrates : 

“It used to ‘be the custom on Brit- 
ish ships of war to serve out a 
double ration of rum when the ships 
were goirg into action. This prac- 
tice has long been done away with, 
and when there is fighting to he 
done, neither officers or men are 
allowed a drimk of anything but oat- 
meal water. It is too well recogniz- 
ed that a modern man of war is too 
complicated a piece of machinery to 
be risked in the hands of a man 
whose pulse has been quickened by 
alcohol. The modern conning-tower 
has its walls literally covered with 
electric switches and buttons. To 
press the wrong one at a_ critical 
moment might cause the destruction 

"of the ship and the loss of thous- 
ands of lives. Moreover, the sight- 
ing of modern guns is something 
that demands the greatest nicety, 
and Lord Charles Beresford has told 
us that the prize gunners in the 
. Mediterranean fleet, which 2stablish- 
ed a wonderful record for gunnery, 
when he was in command, were, 
without exception, total abstainars. 

“The officers knew that any vield- 
ing to the temptation of *gleohol 
would be fatal to success in their 
profession, for there is the sternest 
discipline, and an officer who showed 
any sign of intoxication would he 
court-martialled in any navy.” 

The world is rapidly learning that 
alcohol in any form. lessens efficiency. 
All the great industrial organiza- 
tions find that ip order to compete 
successfully their employees must be 
sober.

'How the Minister of: Finance Dealt 
-With tmplement Dutles—A Speech 

Every Westerner Is Interested In 

While the announcement in the 
speech of Hon. W. T. White, the 
Minister of Finance in Ottawa, ou 
April 6th with respect to the duties 
on agricultural implements, did not 
please somo Western people, tt will 
no doubt be of interest to all our 
readers to learn what Mr. White had 
to say on this much discussed topic 

Hon. Mr. White spoke in part as 
follows: It has been recognized, ] 
think, by all governments that it ts 
most important that duties upon agri- 
cultural implements should be fixed 
at. rates as reasonable as possible, 
having regard to fiscal policy. Agri: 
culture is recognized as the great basic 
industry, and it is important tha: the 
implements which the farmer uses— 
his plant, so to speak—should cost 
him as little as possible. This prin. 
ciple, sir, is recognized in the tariff 
of to-day. The average rate of duty 
uvon dutiable goods under the present 
tariff, the tariff of 1907—the tariff of 
the late government as well as of the 
government of to-day—is 26 per cent 
The duties upon agricultural imple- 
ments are chiefly 17% percent. and 
20 per cent. 

The Tarlff Structure 

Now, there is one point to which } 
desire to refer in this discussion. 
The tariff of this or of any other 
country—and especially of a protec. 
tive country—is a structure—one part 
is dependent upon another part; the 
rates of the tariff are related the one 
to the other; the rates on finished pro- 
ducts are related to and largely de. 
pendent.on the rates on raw materials 
which are usually the finished product 
“of other manufactures, and dutiable 
This solidarity, so to speak, of the 
tariff cannot be lost sight of. Usually 
it is impossible to deal with a single 
item without at the same time deal. 
ing also with other related or depen. 
dent items. To arbitrarily single out 
apeciat products and lower or aboisb 
the duties upon them without dealing 
also with necessarily related duties 
would not only result in the grossest 
injustice to those affected thereby 
but would exercise a most harmful! 
effect upon the entire industry of the 
nation by the ensuing loss of con: 
fidence on the part of the business 
community. On account of this con. 
sideration, it is unusual to make many 
tariff changes except upon occasions 
of general revision when the tarlff can 
be dealt with as a whole after due 
inquiry and consideration as to the 
scope and bearing of all ch:nges pro. 
posed. If modifications are then re. 
garded as necessary, upon a range o! 
products or commodities any other 
modification dependent thereon o1 
necessary thereto may also be made 
to the end that injustice and dis 
turbance may, as far as possible, be 
avoided.

He 
pays fifty-three cents a ton upon the 
ccal that he consumes in his fur. 
naces, He buys subject to duty hie 
iron, his steel, his bars, his shapes 
sheets, wire, forgings, plates, nuts, 
washers, tubing, chains, castings and 
practically all other articles entering 
into his product. The range of duties 
upon the articles I have mentioned {ts 
for the most part from twenty per 
cent. to thirty per cent. With prac-

assume for a moment that my right 
hon. friend was ready to go so far as 
that; would he’ then accomplish the 
end that he had in -view? Could tho 
manufacturer of agricultural imple- 
ments—and _by agricultural imple- 
ments I mean all agricultural imple- 
ments, because that is what the reso- 
lution had:in contemplation—could hé, 
if he had all the products constituting 
his material upon the free list. hold 
his own.in competition with the im- 
plement makers of the United States? 
The cost of pyoduction is necessarily 
higher in Canada, even under those 
conditions, for this reason, it 's a 
well known fact that cost of produc- 
tion is in inverse ratio to the tonnage, 
the greater the tonnage, the greatar 
the number of implements manufac- 
tured, the less the cost of production, 
and until this country has developed 
its industry to the extent to which it 
has been developed in the United 
States, it will not be possible for us 
to compete on oven terms with the 
highly specialized and powerful in- 
dustries of that republic. 


Western Market 


One of the greatest markets for’ 
agricultural implements in Canada is 
the Northwest. I have been looking 
into the question of freight rates and 
I find that the freight rates between 
Chicago and Winnipeg upon agricul- 
tural implements are lower tha they 
are between Hamilton and Winnipeg.
